UNFORTUNATE FRANCE. 

It Again Loses Its President— Caslmir 
Perier ReBigas the Chief 
Magistracy. 



Result of the Struggle Against the 
Parliamentary Regime and 
the Public Liberty. 



Paris, Jan. 15. — M. CaBlmir-Perier has 
resigned the office of President of France. 
Ho announood his resignation this evening 
at a specially summoned meeting of the 
oablnot, having proviouely informed M 
Challomel-Lecour, president of the sonato, 
of his inability to solvo tho problem pre 
sontod by tho resignation of Premier Dupuy. 
The news of tho President's resignation 
spread like wildfiro throughout PariB, and 
wbb reooived evorywhero with consternation 
amounting almost to paralysis. In th 
nowBpaper offices tho firot report was con- 
sidered abaurd, but was soon confirmed 
Almost simultaneously crowds began gath- 
ering in front of tho newspaper offices and 
in the public pkess, inquiring for further 
particulars and discussing tho situation. 
The following official communication, dic- 
tated or writton by M. Caslmir- Perior, was 
mado pubiio before midnight. 

" The President ot the Republio has taken 
a resolution to rosign hia official funotiona 
Yosterday's proceedings and tho voto in the 
Chambor of Deputies are in his eyes but 
secondary InoidontB of the struggle that has 
begun against tho parliamentary regime and 
pubiio liberty. Ho had hoped that the Pre- 
sident of tho Republio, being unprovided 
with tho means of aotion, would remain out- 
side tho lines of party struggles, and that 
the politioal confidence of all parties would 
elve him tho necessary force and authority. 
Ho had hopod that those who, in spite of 
himself, had plaood him in a position whore 
ho cannot defond himself, would undertake 
tho dofenco of the first magistrate of the 
state. He has requested the ministers to 
withdraw thoir resignations provisionally in 
ordor to aBBure tho regular transmission of 
his powers to a successor. M. Charles 
Dupuy, president of tho council, has in- 
formed tho president of tho senate and 
lumber of doputieB of the decision of the 
President of tho Ropublio, and they aro 
going to oonvoko parliament with urgenoy," 
M. Challomel-Lacour, president of the 
senate, allowed himself to bo interviewed by 
tho United Press correspondent late this 
veniug, notwithstanding tho great prossuro 
f business thrust upon him by the pre- 
idont's resignation. Ha said that it had 
not yet been decided whether to convoke 
tho national assembly to eloot a successor 
to M, Cassimir Porier for tho 18th or 10;h 
Inst. He will probably announce tho date 
to morrow on the meeting of the senate and 
chamber of deputies. M. Casimir-Perier's re- 
ference in bis pubiio communication to his 
Inability to defend himself In the preoidonoy 
may, according to the trustworthy informa- 
tion obtained by the United Pren corres- 
pondent, bo oxpUinod by the fact that as 
he was a sub-aecrotary of state In the cabi- 
net which concluded tho railway conven- 
tions in 1883, ho regards tho adverse voto 
on the snbjeot in tho chamber on Monday 
as a personal reflection upon him, although 
ho had no voice in the cabinet when the 
conventions were mado. Whether this bo 
tho true reason of bis resignation or not it 
proves to what length ho is proparod to go 
against tho Sooialists, whom he regards as 
aiming at a revolution. 

When the United Press correspondent 
left the chamber of deputios at 7:30 o'clock 
this ovoning not tho slightest suspicion of 
CaBimir-Porier'B intention to resign had boon 
even remotely Buggosted, so that tho an- 
nouncement, when mado, came like a thun- 
der clap from a clear sky. Tho extremist 
newspaper men received tho news with 
ubilation. The editors of La Potito Ro- 
publique wero wildly elated, but coneidored 
it oortain that M Casimir-Porier would bo 
re-elected if he would again ho a candidate. 
Otherwise, thcro is a consensus of opinion 
that Henri Brisaou is certain to bo elected 
to iho presidency of tho republic. 

Joan Pierre Paul Caaimir- Porier waB born 
t PariB, on Novombor 8, 1847- Hia grand- 
er was primo minister o! Franco In 1831, 
nd his fathor, who died in 1870, was min- 
ster of tho interior under M, Thiers, and 
was afterwards a senator. M. Cuslmlr- 
orior greatly distinguished himaolf during 
the aiogo of Paris as a captain of the 
" MobileB do l'Aubo," and was mado Chev- 
alier of tho Legion of Honor in 1871 for hia 
aoivioas. Ho waa oloatod a deputy in 1874 
nd euoceodod to tho offices of under secro- 
iry for publlo instruction and for war in 
877 and 1883. Ho w»b vico-prosidont of 
tho chamber from 1885 to 1893, whon ho 
was elected its president, and after the 
general election ho waa again chosen for 
that honorable position. Ho bocame 
premior Docembor 5, 1893, but his torm of 
offico was cut short by an advorso voto in 
May, 1891, aod ho again becamo president 
of tho chambor, only to rolinquiah tho offioe 
for tho Presidency of tho Ropublio, to which 
ho was called by a lorgo majority on tho as- 
sassination of President Carnot. Ho becamo 
President of tho Ropublio on Juno 27, 1894. 
M. Casimir-Perior is a man of groat firmness 
of character. Politically ho has identified 
imsolf with tho Moderate Republican party. 
London, Jan. 15. — Tho Morning Post will 
ublish to-morrow tho following dispatch 
from Paris concerning tho rosignation of 
resident M. Casimir-Porier : " When M. 
asimir-Porior reoelvod M. Challomel- 
Laoour, he had already determined to re- 
sign, M. Challomoi-Laoour vainly triod to 
fluonoo M. Caaimir-Perier to alter hia do- 
dlsion, and loft the Palais d' 1' Elysoo 
greatly distressed. Ministers Dupuy, Loy- 
gueB, Poincarro, Morcier, Fauero and Guerin 
Islted tho President separately and 
rgod him to reconsider his determination, 
ut thoir efforts wero futilo. M. Dupuy 
ator mado a final appoal and waa oloBotod 
with tho President for three-quarters of an 
' our. Ho tried ovory argument, but 
slmir-Perior remained obdurate. Then 
M Spullor, who was largely ii.fluontial in 
inducing M. Casimir-Porier to . form a 
inistry in 1SJ93, visited the ProBidont and 
iterated tho arguments of the othera. 
Messrs. Dupuy and Spullor obtalnod a pro- 
iso from tho President that ho would 
withhold his rosignation until 10:30 p.m. 

When they wore leaving tho Proaidont's 
jalaco, the two met tho Proaidont's mother 
n tho corridor and bogged her to entreat 
or son to remain. Iho mother promised 
oxerolse all nor influonco, and it is 
reported that she had an affeoting intorvlow 



with hor sou. Nevertheless, at nine o'clock 
M. Caaimir-Perior wrote briefly to M. 
Dupuy saying that his decision waa irrovoo- 
ablo and requesting him to oommunioate a 
statement to the press. The streets wero 
somewhat orowded, but until tho semi- 
official note announcing the President's 
resignation was displayed in the windows 
of the newspaper offices tho reports about 
the President were generally nob oreditod. 
The truth mado a disagreeable impression. 

Tho Paris correspondent of the Daily 
News says : " M. Casimir-Perior has sub- 
mitted to the ministry a sketch of his mes- 
sage to be read to the ohambers to-morrow. 
He refers to tho spirit in whioh he assumed 
the post of honor and danger to whioh ho 
was called without having Bought it. ' I 
had the single-minded wish,' he says, ' to 
be not a man of party but a man of ell 
Franco, to defond ordor, soaking inspiration 
from the example of tho lamented Carnot. 
But to my deep sorrow I found that I 
pleased no party. I was attaoked on overy 
sldo. Tho attaoks varied in form, but all 
showod a personal ill-will.' "

Lord Randolph Cburohill is woaker. 
The Paris newspapers are unanimous in 
the opinion that the settlement of the 
present crisis will bo a long and difficult 
task.

At noon water was rising in the Dig 
Lake colliery at Hanley, whore 90 or 100 
men aro entombed. It is feared that most 
of the mon havo been drowned. 

General Baratieri has telegraphed to the 
Italian war office from Massowah that the 
necessity for the Immediate reinforcements 
of the Italian troops in Africa is most 
urgent. 

Lord Brassey haB accepted tho Governor- 
ship ot Viotoria, Australia, 

The Prussian landtag waa opened to-day 
by the Emporor in person. His MajoBty 
said that soveral bills would bo introduced 
for tho benefit of agrioulturo. He hoped, 
with the assiBtanoe of the landtag, to oom- 
bat successfully the attaoks upon sooial 
order and monarchy. 

The Paris polioo havo arrested an anar- 
ohiBt who it is bolieved caused the bomb ex- 
plosion in Ruo Monoeau on Sunday night. 

A severe earthquake ocourrod at Patras, 
the principal seat of the foreign trade of 
Greece. Tho shook caused a panic among 
the inhabitants of the city. 

The Birmingham Post assorts that the dis- 
eensionB In tho cabinet over oarrying out the 
naval programmo aro said to have been 
smoothed over by a compromise by whioh a 
"oan will be issued to provide the necessary 
funds for the navy instead of taking the sur- 
plus of tho budget of 1895, to whioh Sir 
William Harcourt, chanoellor of tho ex- 
chequer, was opposad, as he desires to do 
something popular with the surplus. It is 
believed by tho Post that tho loan will bo 
isBued in tho form of a terminable annuity.

BOMB EXPLOSION. 

Another Exhibition or tho work of the 
Parisian Anarchists. 

Paris, Jan. 5 — A bomb explosion about 
midnight in Front of No. (io Rue Monceau 
is bolioved ;to havo boon the work of an- 
archists. Nobody waa killed, but con- 
siderable damage was dono. Tho bomb 
is described aa of tho reversible sort, 
chiefly charged with dynamite, packed 
in gunpowder and conoealod in an Eng- 
lish tin crockor box, Btrengthonod by a 
thick band of aluminum. Tho polico havo 
no cluo to tho culprit, though somo po- 
licemen on duty on adjaoont streets saw 
a man running awiftly away a ehort timo 
boforo tho explosion, lb appeara tho por- 
ter on duty at No. 05 Ruo Moncoau, juat 
before midnight, was Informod by a 
passer-by that a suspicious looking par- 
cel had boon placed on tho window lodgo 
of the ground floor. Tho porter solzod tho 
parcol and hurled it into tho mlddlo of tho 
atroet, where it oxplodtd. Showora of thot 
wero hurlod in all directions, breaking all tho 
windows In tho vicinity, although they 
wero protected by strong wooden ahuttera. 
Following tho oxploaion thoro wos a panio 
among tho pooplo residing in tho immodiato 
vicinity. No. 05 Ruo Mouceau waa formerly 
tho rosidenoo of Prlnoo Victor Napoloon, 
and its front waa considerably d imaged. 
Tho chief of tho municipal laboratory is in- 
clinod to think tho oxplosion was more in 
tho nature of a dangorouB joke than an 
anarchiBt outrage. Ho is roportod to have 
ascertained that tho bomb contained no pro- 
jootiloB and was apparently only oharged 
with gunpowder.

London, Jan. 15. — Mrs. Dutton, an 
asylum patient, commlttod suicido by Strang • 
ling horsolf with a string. Decoasod was 
aged fifty and the wifo of William Dutton, 
of London West.

— John Soobaoh, agid 
twenty-one, while engaged In bricking a 
woll, wob futally injured by tho bricks full- 
ing upon him.

Ottawa, Jan. 15.— The glorious uncer- 
tainty of the law waa nover moro strikingly 
exemplified than by tho Supremo court to- 
day. One momont it dooided that the On- 
tario looal option act was perfootly con- 
stitutional and a fow minutes later that it 
was ultra vires. This apparent incon- 
sistency atoao from tho fact that tho per- 
sonnel of tho court which hoard the casos 
waa not tho same. Tho oaso of Huson v. 
tho Township of South Norwich, Ont., in- 
volved tho question of tho validity of a by- 
law prohibiting tho retail sals of 
liquor within tho township under 
the authority of the Ontario looal 
option act. Tho court dismiased tho appeal, 
Judges Gwynno and Sodgewick diseontlng. 
The court held by a majority that tho On- 
tario local option act was constitutional. 
Tho noxt oaao was a roforonoo submitted by 
tho Dominion government in regard to tho 
whole prohibition caso, so as to deoide 
whether the power to prohibit lay with 
the Dominion or tho Provincsa. Tho judges 
who heard this oaso were Chief Justioe 
Strong and Justices Fournior, Gwynno and 
Sedguwick. Tho questions submitted by 
tho Dominion and the answers to them are 
as follows : 

1. Has a provincial legislature jurisdic- 
tion to prohibit the salo within tho provinco 
of spirituous, fermentod or othor intoxicat- 
ing liquors ? 

Answer— No ; Chief Justice Strong and 
Tuetioo Fournler dissenting. 

2 Has the legislature suoh jurisdiction 
regarding such portions of the provinoa aa 
to whioh tho Canada temperance act is not 
in operation ? 

Answer— No ; Chief Justice Strong and 
Judge Fournier dissenting. 

3 HaB a provincial legislature jurisdic- 
tion to prohibit the importation of suoh 
liquors within the provinoe 1 

Answer — No ; unanimous. 

4. Has a provinolal legislature jurisdic- 
tion to prohibib the importation of such 
liquors into tho provinoe ? 

Answer— No ; unanimous. 

5. If a provincial legislature has not the 
jurisdiction to prohibit tho sale of suoh 
liquors irrespootive of quantity, has suoh 
legislature jurisdiction to prohibit the sale 
at retail aocording to the definition of a sale 
by retail, either in the statutes in foroe in 
the provinoe at the time of confederation or 
any other definition thereof ? 

Answer — No ; the Chief Justioe and 
Judge Fournier dissenting, who said yes. 

0. If a provincial legislature has limited 
jurisdiction only as regards the prohibition 
of Bales, has tho legislaturo jurisdiction to 
prohibit sales aubjecb to the provisions of 
the several Bub-seotions of the 99th section 
of the " Canada temperance act " and of 
the revised statutes of Canada, chapter 106, 
seotlon 99 ? 

Answer — No ; the Chief Justice and 
Judge Furnier dissenting. 

7. Had the Ontario legislature jurisdiction 
to enact the 18 h section of act 53 Viotoria, 
to improve tho liquor licenso acts as said 
section is explained by the act passed by 
said legislature in tho 54th year of Her 
MBjoBty's reign, entitled " An act roBpooting 
looal option in tho matter of liquor Belling?" 
(This refers to tho case of Huson vs. South 
Norwich). 

AnBwor— No ; the Chief Justice and 
Judge Fournier disaonting.

Yancouver City Corporation Reports 
—A Splendid Charity Scheme 
—The Zechow Case. 



Economies by Westminster City

(Spoolal to the 'Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Jan. 15 — The reportB cf 
committees of the olby council are very in- 
teresting and are briefly aa follows : Water 
works — There are now two hundred hy- 
drants In the city. There have been 1,200 
aervlces put in since the city gob oontrol ; 
altogether there are 2,600 Bervioes. For 
1894 $45,345 84 was received from patrons, 
and §16,000 worth supplied for public use. 
Including the rates due from 1893 the total 
rovenno was $61,364, aguinBt a total ex- 
pense of 852.696. The expenditure on oapi- 
ial account apart from this was $40,497. 
For street ligbtingand|the fire department 
there were exponded $42,175. Firemen's 
salaries, $15,300 ; ntreot lighting, $19,600, 
and $105,100 was spent for repairs and per- 
manent improvement. At the hospital 233 
persons were admitted and 21 died. For 
sowers built and repaired $7,600 was spent 
and 247 conneotiono wore made. Ono hun- 
dred and seventeen persons wore givon freo 
lodging in the jail. The police oourt re- 
ceipts were $2,S60. Thoro are accounts 
dne the oity amounting to $2,000. The 
amount to the orodib of the sinking fund is 
$98,919, of which $78,784 is out on mort- 
gages, and there is a oaBh balanoo of $18,400. 
The taxes due are aa followB : 1887, 
$105.13; 1SSS, $170 10; 1889, $588 70; 
1890, $1,106 ; 1891, $3 277 ; 1892, $3,318; 
1893, $39,173 ; 1894. $95,831. Total, $146,- 
315 The expenditure for the year was 
$105,810. The expenditure of the working 
committees and the grants to Bohools bring 
np the total to $356,626. The revenue from 
all quarters was $336,349, leaving a balance 
of $20,277 for the next council to tacklo. 
The chairmen of the now oommittees are : 
Finance, W. Brown ; board of works, Mo- 
Fhadden ; health, Shaw ; water and light, 
Bethnno ; fire and polioe, Gallagher. 

The ladies of the different churches have 
adopted a splendid charity sohome. The 
different churches ahoose diffarent daya and 
the entire congregation take turns throe at 
a timo in supplying bread and soup for all 
comers. So that whon the other churches 
follow in tho lines laid down by St. An- 
drew's and Homer street Methodist every 
day in the week an average of over a hun- 
dred people will bo fed and the surplus sent 
home to the doatituto families. The whole 
outlay does not coat mere than $3 to $4, and 
after every lady in the oongregatlon has con- 
tributed her mi to the first tnat gave takea 
her turn again. This ia practical oharlty 
tempered with reason, and Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Laren's church deserves great praiae for In- 
augurating the achemc. 

AUhinaman haa been arroated for attempt- 
ins to Bmuggle opium in a bun to an im- 
prisoned countryman. 

Seventy dollars was realised from the 
football match between the oity and C.P.B. 
lor Mr. Banvllle'a benefit, the young man 
whoso foot waB orushed by the train recent- 
ly when on duty. 

Two stowaways un tho Australian boat 
have been Bent to jail. 

Another gambling den on Dupont street 
was raided last night. Eight Chinamen, 
Japanese, negroes and whites were arrested, 
besides $22 and a complete gambling outfit 
being eeized. The lotteries are to he raided 
very soon. 

From all the flooded districts comes the 
report that tho water has assumed almott 
its former level and the damage is com- 
paratively small outside of a few bridges 
and the loss of a quantity of roots in pits. 

Louis Victor, the condemned murderer, 
bears up well in hla cell at Westminster and 
seems to obtain great courage from the 
priests in attendance upon him. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Jan. 15. — The Zeohow 
case was resumed yesterday and the coro- 
net's jury returned the verdict that Hoin- 
rich Zechow came to his death from being 
loully murdered by a party or parties un- 
known. Robert Marshall and wife testified 
that onNovembor 4th last the murdered man 
came to their publio house and had a meal, 
leaving his vuliao in tho Bitting room. He 
talked excitedly and attracted attention. He 
said he had property that ho was offered 
$150,000 tor, bub would not take less than 
$200,000 ; that ho was in Canada getting 
naturalization papers and papera to prove 
his right to the property. Ho was very 
restless and could nob Bit still a momont. 
Ho would sit down on a chair and immedi- 
ately spring up again. All the time he was 
being watched oloaely by a tall, fair stranger 
who had come in immediately after him. 
They left at tho aamo time and nolther of 
them ever returned, Zechow leaving his 
valise behind him. 

Tho WestminatGr Council haa paaaed a 
by law providing for an indemnity to tho 
mayor amounting to $750. Aid. Keary'B 
civio salary reduction by-law waa adopted. 
Tho city clerk will got $110 a month ; tho 
treasurer, $S4 ; tho electrician, $125 ; oity 
solicitor, $100 ; ohiof of tho fire department 
$83 ; the polico magistrate, $62 50, and 
others in proportion. Tho aorvices of a city 
engineer will be dispensed with. The poBi- 
tlonB of chief of police and sanitary officer 
will be combined, and F. J. Poaoo appointod 
at a salary of $75. Tho aorgoanb of polico 
will got $05. 

NANAIHO. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 15. — Tho royal commis- 
rion of inquiry into Magistrate Planta'a 
method of conducting tho affairs of his office 
will reopen to morrow. The oity books havo 
boon thoroughly gono ovor, and other mat- 
ters sifted bo that from now on tho oibo will 
progress rapidly. 

PLUMPEIl PASS. 

Plumper Pass, Jan. 12. — Tho special 
school meeting on Tuesday last resulted in 
Mr. Robert Jack being elected by acclama- 
tion. On motion of Trustee Bennett a voto 
of thanks waa accorded H. Macklin, the re- 
tiring trusteo, for his sorvicos in getting the 
new school buildings erected. 

A panther is supposed to be roaming on 
Mayno island, having boon seen by a 
roaidont and its traoka followed up in tho 
Into enow. "Home fow yours ago a specimen 
was also killed hero. 

Tho tide on Friday and Saturday was ex- 
ceptionally high.

NANAIMO CITY. 



nt Meeting of Municipal Electori- 
LCandldates for Honors and Others 
Deliver Addresies. 
. 

Nanaimo, Jan. 15.— (Speoial)— The pub- 
lio meeting oalled by the citizens' committee 
in the opera hcaao last ovenlng proved both 
spirited and interesting. The fight has 
narrowed down to what ia praotloally 
a fight between the temperance element 
and its oppoeors in tho city. Dr. McKech- 
nie noted as chairman and briefly outliued 
the various improvements in oivio affairs 
which in hla opinion were necessary. 

Aid. Wilson, oandidate for Mayor, briefly 
referring to matters which in his opinion 
were of the greateab importanoo, aald the 
first waa the atreeta. These were not in the 
condition they should bo. Let all repairs 
be of a permanent nature. As to water- 
works, the almost unanimous opinion was 
that tho oity should own and operate her 
waterworks. At tho fire ab the electric 
light plant it was tho opinion that much lots 
might have been avoidod by moro water and 
greater pressure. The roporb from the en- 
gineer proved that wator in ample quan- 
tities could bo secured from the Nanaimo 
river. He would favor tho purchase of the 
present plant at a reasonable figure and its 
extension to the river. Sewers were badly 
needed and a tuffioient system could bo put 
in for some $20,000. Tho past oounoil had 
beon in error oarryieg on tho re-survey dir- 
ectly against the express will of tho people. 
At the same time deeds had beon rejeoted 
at the registry office on aooount of detective 
surveys. It would bo desirable to add 
$10,000 to tho $15,000 granted by tho pro- 
vincial government for Bohool purposes. 
He would, ho said, favor tho atrlct carrying 
out of laws to regulato tho liquor traffic, 
and the oouncil Bhould pass a by-law to 
Bhut up the bar rooms hard and fast on 
Sundays. 

Mayor Quonnoll, after touohlng on the 
tramway by-law, the Commercial street 
bridge tilling by-law and tho waterworks 
question, proceeded to review the aotion of 
the present oouncil regarding police mat- 
ters. Ho claimed that tho commissioners 
had taken an independent stand and that 
tbe co operation of tho council was asked in 
a porfootly justifiable manner. Referring 
to tho meeting of ministers on Sunday oven- 
lng, he said he hoped that Mr. Cairns was 
in tbe hall, He (Mr. Quonnell) bad carried 
Union Browory stock for four yoars and ib 
was now about to declare a dividend, for 
which he was glad. He would be glad to 
know that tho man who had attacked him 
could show aa clean a record aa he could. 
He claimed to bo aa respectable aa Mr. 
Cairns or ob any other minister. (Loud ap- 
plause and cries of Cairns ! Cairns !) 

Mr. Cairns in reaponso to thoao calls 
mounted tho stage. Ho said ho waa of tho 
opinion that the death knell waa ringing for 
the little ollque which had for so many 
years ruled the town. While ho did not 
wish to bo personal, ib was impoBslble to 
speak on temperance without using the 
Mayor's name. It was contrary to the 
spirit of British law to have this man In tho 
Chief Magistrate's chair. Ho was a share- 
holder in a brewery. Ho sat on the licensing 
board to issue Uoensos to those who Bold his 
products, and as chairman of the police 
commission he saw to the pay and appoint- 
ment of police to look after his drunks. 
For one he hoped he would be snowed 
under. 

R. Booth, candidate for aldermanio hon- 
ors, made a telling address along temper- 
ance and moral lines, and waa vigoroualy 
applauded. 

Alderman Cooking gavo an outline of his 
work in tho past council, on the strength of 
which ko expected to bo returned. A. J. 
Dixon asked why six per cent, should bo 
paid for money when three per cent, was all 
it was worth. Then Aid. Wilson made a 
few closing remarka, and tho meeting ad- 
journed. 

New Tort Dry «oo«l» Market. 

New York, Jan. 15.— The Journal of 
Commeroe and Commercial Bulletin in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market, 
says : " Tho dry goods market during the 
past week has shown tho aamo character- 
istics as marked ib the previous week, 
although in the aggregate more business has 
been reported in cotton goods. The general 
demand shows no material expansion in in- 
dividual purchases but there have been 
more buyore operating, chiefly through 
salesmen on the road, the store trade 
throughout proving very quiet, acoording to 
general reports.

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FREDERIC VILLIERS' OPINION. 



The Veteran War Correspondent ami 
Artist Corroborates James 
Creelman's Reports 



His Opinion of Mr. de Guerville and 
Wliat He Thinks of the War 
Prospects. 

Frederia VilHera, tho famous artist and 
war correspondent, arrived from the Orient 
by the Empress yesterday, and, whilo a 
rival correspondent, makoa one more 
corrobonte James Creelman's aooouut of 
the horrore incidental to the taking of Port 
Arthur. 

" Was the picture ovordrawn ? " ho Bays ; 
" it could not be. Tho acts of ruffiAuium, 
of savagery, of violonco too horriblo to 
deacribo, were without number. I am not 
a stranger to war, but in all my campaign- 
ing I hud never before witnessed suoh scenes 
as were presented at Port Arthur. It was 
not war at ull. The mftBsacro continuod un- 
checked for days after the taking of Port 
Arthur. It wus then that it ceased to bo 
war and became pitilean, ruthless, unjusti- 
fiable slaughter, the ncn-bolligereub citizinB 
furnishing tho food for tho hungry Japanese 
swords. Creelman's uecount was temperate 
in the extreme. Instead of erring on tho 
side cf sensationalism I consider it too 
lenient if anything. The correspondent of 
the Times sent to hiB paper an article 
couched in much Btoruer torms of censure 
upon tho barbarity of tha Japanese. I sent 
a stronger account to tho S andard, and 
what ib more, I havo with mo kudak photo- 
graphs taken whilo tho streets ran blood — 
photographs of tho butchery of hulplesa 
citizens long aftor Port Arthur was in the 
hands of tho Japanese — photographs which 
I havo brought through Japan with the 
greatest caution and some difficulty, and 
which will mutely but eloquently give tho 
lie to anyone who Bays that Mr. Creolmon 
drew tho long bow. Bat who sayB that he 
did '! A. 14 de Guerville, of the Herald and 
Leslie's Weekly ? So he has arrived 
and commenced hia work, has he I 
Let mo explain who he is and why 
his attempted cantiadiotions. Ho was sont 
out , as a war correspondent by the two 
papers mentioned ; he hurried homo to 
America a few weeks ago in tho pay and by 
tho instruction of the Japanese government 
to " work " the American press — to use 
every dishonest moans (honest meanB would 
not oomo naturally to hla hand) to counter- 
act the sentimenD that knowledge cf the 
truth in regard to the Japanese behaviour 
must create. That is why Da Guervillo 
iB trying to oatt suspicion upon Creelman's 
good work. And what is he ? I say he is 
the veriest hound that ever breathed 
— unfit to be tolerated in any civilized 
country. Da you know the extent of his 
baseness? When he reached Japan what 
was his tirnt act ? He went to the officials 
of tho war department. He gave them Mr. 
Creelman's description — oh he knew him 
well, for he had received many kindnesses 
at his hand. He told them how this man 
would probably seek permission to aooom- 
pany 'he press aa tho correspondent of tho 
New York World and ho told them that in 
reality Creelman was a apy for the Chinese — 
that hla newspaper connection was only a 
cloak — that hia real object in accompanying 
the army was to procure its secrets for the 
enemy. 1 know that de Gnerville denies this 
— he said, I balieve, that Creelman mint be 
mad to make such chargoa— but Creelman is 
not mad, and we havo the proofs of his un- 
utterable baseness. Do you know that pro- 
claiming Creelman to be a Chinese spy was 
all but signing his death warrant ? What 
do you think were Creelman's ohancea when 
de Guerville had completed hiB work of 
poisoning the minds of tho Japanese officials 
against him ? For many weeks Creelman 
was in mortal dangor, and at the same time 
labored under tho greatest disadvantage. 
But it wasn't long before he got to the 
front. He took his life In his hand, how- 
ever — the Japanese officers in consenting 
that he should go with them told him 
plainly that they could not answer for hia 
aafety when they reached the front — though 
they would for that of tho other correspond- 
ents. Bnt de Guerville— he is to tbe news- 
paper army what Droyfuss ia to the Frenort, 
only muon worse. Though I waB in a 
measure connected with him — both ho and 
I serving the Horald-I could not and 
did not work with him, nor would 
any Bolf-rospecting man associate with him. 
Were his words entitled to belief his right 
to contradict anything in regard to tho oo 
cupition of Pp.- Arthur oould very proper- 
ly bo questionod, for he waa with tho rear 
guard all tho tinio. The only threo cor- 
respondents in advance — where correspond- 
ents ought to bo— were Mr. Creelman, the 
representative of I ho London Timos, and 
myself. I saw much of Mr. Creelman dur- 
ing tho early part of t lie campaign. I fouud 
that ho waa a working correspondent — en- 
terprising, industrious, honest, courageous 
and conscientious. Being with him I natur 
ally shared tho suspicion oast upon him, and 
my work suffered not a little, thanks to Mr. 
de Guerville." 

Mr. Villiers dooa not think that tho war 
is near its end — tho opinion in tho East is 
that the peace over&ures will end in nothing. 
Ho ia of the opinion, however, that thero will 
be no attempt to roach Peking until tho spring. 
By tho timo hostili ies art> re opened, tho 
veteran correspondent fully expeota to aeo 
Russia taking ia hand in the game — with 
what other Europoan powers ho hesitates to 
Bay. He has wutched tho trend of events 
carefully und bo firmly convinced is ho of 
the truth of his prediction that all his ar- 
rangements are being made to return to tho 
field on the first nolo of tho re opening of 
battle. 

Thoro wi\s, ho says, little change in tho 
situation whon ho left Japan. OrdorB for 
tho transportation to Woi hai-wei of the 
Third army, now marshalled at Horoshima, 
had been cancelled and the JapaneBO forces 
on Cbineoo soil woro resting quietly, tho 
ono army it Aa-tuDg and the other at Chu 
Chow. Tho Chinese aro allowing themselves 
only in scattered bands, having fled in ter- 
ror to Peking loat they should fall Into the 
powor of the terrible Wojsn. At tho Chi- 
nese capiral BCjneB of drunkenness, outrago 
and murder aro of ovory day occurrence, 
tho nowly onliBt.ed soldiers having proved 
thomaelvea adepts in this diroatlon, whilo 
the population is brought very close to 
starvation. Could tho Japanese now got 
to Peking it ia very doubtful if any resist- 
ance would bs offorcd to tboir entry. 

The correspondent at Peking of tho 
Tientsin Times Btatoa that the Emporor and 
all members of tho 'Imperial family havo 
already removed, and whilo this report iB 
discredited by othor correspondenta they 
agroo that every preparation has been mado 
for the doparturo of tho Imperial house from 
its threatened capital. 

Tho documonts of Admiral Ting Kung, 
superintendent of the Porb Arthur dock- 
yard, addroSBod to Earl Li and to the Taotui 
Shlng of Tientsin, which fell Into the hands 
of tho JapaneBO at tho taking of Port Ar- 
thur, stato that of tho ships damaged In tho 
battle of tho Yellow Sea tho Ping-yuen, 



Kwang-ping, Cni-yuen and Chiog-yuen auf 
tered the leaat, while the Ting yuen and 
Chen-yuen had their propollore, batteries, 
anchor gear, etc., destroyed. Thoir repairs 
could not be completed before tho oud of 
February. Tho Lai-yueu waB described 
broken almost In half, her store rooms 
burned out, nod many of her iron beaniB 
bent by the intense heat, so that Bhe oould 
only be rtfitted for ccrvioo ot great expense. 

As to the number and condition of the 
Chinese shipH in Wai-hai wei, the Japanese 
warship Voshino Kan has roosntly sccurod 
accurate information by a neat and daring 
stratagem Repainting with the utmost 
dispatch Bhe hoisted the Chinese colors and 
started for Wei-hai-woi pursuod by a Japan- 
ese man-of-war. Tho pursuing veasel fired 
soveral sheila at tho disguieod steamer 
and the people in Wei bai-wei, completely 
deceived by tha atrotagom, signalled the 
flying Btcamer to enter port. She availed 
hersolf of tho invitation only long enough to 
ascertain that tho Chen-yuen, Ting yuen, 
Fing-yuen, Chi-yuon, Kwan-ping, Chen- 
tung, Chon pii, Chen-nan and Chen-ooh 
wore lying at anchor within. Then she 11 d. 
The ruso was discovered as sho waa leaving 
harbor and Boveral shots woro sent after hor, 
but not one struck her. Tho last four of 
the Bhips montionod oro coaBt defence vosboIs 
with a apeed of about five knotB. Thoy aro, 
however, heavily armed, each of them 
carrying five 2(i contimetre guns. 

A telegram from Shanghai says that 
although tho majority of theao ships are not 
in a condition to do battle with tho Japan 
oso, tho government at Peking has no idoa 
of tho fact and Imagines that tho Pel yang 
rquadron would win a decided victory could 
it but meet the onomy. Indeed, it is 
Baid, thut orders havo been issued 
thot it mint go and find tho enemy. Of the 
Chint30 land lorces, it Is said that tho troops 
are massed in great strength at Lao-yang 
and its vicinity, and that Uoueral I, whese 
forcos recently advanced from Salmakui as 
far as Yunnen shun with the idea of recover- 
ing Fong-hwan, has hia headquarters in 
Lao-yang, which plaos is also tho baso of tho 
troopa holding | tho Feng-hwan-Lao yang 
road and tho Motion puss. Lao yang has 
already been r.-connoitered by tho First 
army and an attack upon it may be expected 
soon. 

Japanese papers also publish u telegram 
from Shunghai under dato January 1, to the 
effect that Admiral Freemantlo, leaving H. 
M S. Caroline at the Saddles, has proceeded 
with oloven Bhips to Woonung and anchored 
thtro near tho forts, sending about one 
thousand armed men ashoro and relieving 
them every forty-oight hours. Tho tele- 
gram adds that tho Chinese Southern fluet 
is lying noar the British iquadron. The 
same papers havo also a telegram from 
Hiroshima saying that tho Tonghaks in 
Chollado are developing unlooked for 
strength. They have ereoted a kingdom 
calling it Kanan, have elevated ono of the 
nobles of the locality to be its sovereign and 
havo appointed ministers and othor adminis- 
trative cfSoers. 

A few daya ago the Japaneeo proas noticed 
an instance of remarkable bravery on the 
part of Japaneso cooliee suddenly attacked 
by fugitive Chinoeo Boldiors. Now tho Yam- 
ato Shlmbun narrates an incident of a no less 
surprising nature. Two days after tbo fall 
of Port Arthur, a Japanese commissariot 
Btation, about thirty miles from tho port, 
was attacked by about 800 Chinese soldiers. 
Fifty Japanese Boldiers were on guard aud 
foughb with unflinching valor until thoir 
ammunition begun to got short. Nothing 
losa than dying to a man seemed to be thoir 
inevitable fate, when tho ctptain in charge 
of the comtniasariab waa approached 
by several of the seven hundred com- 
missariat coolies, who had aoted as 
porters, oookB and what not. Not one of 
them was armed ; but their representatives 
begged for permission to sally out against 
tho Chinese with their naked hands. They 
might, they declared, be able to drive baok 
the attaok for a while, or olso divert the 
attention of the Chinese. This request was 
Bomewhat reluctantly granted, and with 
wild cheers tho Japanese threw themselves 
upon the astonished Chinese. Troopers 
were pulled from their horses, swords 
wrenched from tha grasp of foot-soldiers, in 
a word, the ooolloa, backed by the fifty 
soldiers, not only repulsed tho Chinese but 
killed thirty of the number, took twice that 
many prisoners, and put the whole attack- 
ing force to flight. Five of tho coolios were 
killed and wounded in this Buvage on- 
Blaugbt. If the Yamato is correct in its 
statements, this is cortainly ono of the most 
remarkable acenes of tho war. 
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A ROUGH TRIP. 

Experiences of tho Steamer Mamie— Damage 
Done by Infuriated Seas— Rich Gold 
Kind tit Albernl. 

After a prolonged abBonce, duo to excep- 
tionally bad weather, tho C.P.N, tteamer 
Maudo, Captain Roberts, urrived yooterday 
morning from her fortnightly WuBt Coast 
trip. During tho two woeks or moro Bhe 
was away alio had but twelve hours of fine 
running. On Saturday last there were 
higher tides on tho Coast than had over 
been known boforo, tho limit having been 
exceeded by two feet. This with the 
severe storms did considerable destruction 
along tho Coast. At Clayoquot a sand spit 
covering probibly throo aoroB, apparently a 
part of tho chore line, was almost hidden 
from view by tho infuriated Boas. Inland 
tho water did muoh damago, mauy Indian 
houses being totally dostroyod, whilo tho 
Btore <f Mr. Earlo was partially submerged. 
At Nootka timilar damago was dono, and 
at Hesquoit tho Victoria aohoonor Escort, 
captained by a man known as Fahey, la 
hitfh oub of the water. The loss is roughly 
oati nated at ?1,")00, Tho Escort waB a 
tr .ding sohoonor of about 20 tonB. The voa- 
h (j |, whioh is now half buried in tho sand, 
waa abandonod by ier crew on Monday la8t, 
thoy taking passbgu on the Maudo. 
' Tho Btorm ala< orriod awuy Stockham's 
it Dawley's oil houao. The Maudo reached 
Nootka sound juat in time to save Captain 
CharleB Spring's trading Bloop Annio which 
was on her way down to Victoria, 
having been Bcizjd by Constablo Fin- 
uogan for nob having a trading license 
Ab eho was leaving Nootka she became bo- 
calmed and, drifting on tho rocks, signalled 
tho Maude whioh came to tho rescue Capt. 
Spring camo in on tho stoamer ana tho 
Anuiu will probably arrivo to-day. Of tho 
conduct of constable Finnogan towards tho 
captain in charge of tho aohoonor when tho 
seizure wan mado thoso on board tho 
Maudo epoak rather Boveroly. 

At Albarni it was loanied that enothor 
rich gold find had boon discovered on or 
noar a tributary of China creek by Sum 
Dyer. A sample of tho oro waa brought to 
Vlotoria by Capt. Roborta and shows nug- 
gota tho seize of a poo. 

Although a close lookout for wreckago 
wub kept by tho crow of the Maude on their 
way homo nono waa socn until tho Straits 
were made. Thoro somo wub sighted but 
owing to tho gale blowing it could not be 
identified. Tno sohoonor Mary Ellen waa 
sighted in Port San Juan. Tho Maudo bo- 
Bidos bringing in quito a largo number of 
passongers had hor usual freight of papor, 
oil, oto.

HUGH ADO',ABOUT NOTHING. 

Commenting on " Mr. Davie's proposed 
legislation " with respect to the government 
of cities, the Times on Monday said : " This 
enoroachment Bhould bo fiercely resisted at 
the threshold." What encroaohment ? Who 
is encroaohed upon '! If tho citizens of Vic- 
toria want to change the form or the 
machinery of their municipal government 
have they not a rifiht to do so ? Where is 
the occasion for fierce resistance ? If a ma- 
jority of the oitizans of Victoria do not want 
the Government of Cities Aot, it will remain 
as harmless between the covers of the statute 
book as a piece of blank paper. It 
can have no force or effeot until 
the citizens give it life and authority. If 
the citizens do not want it it will remain 
until the end of time absolutoly lifeless. 
And our contemporary declaros that the 
citizens do not want it and will have 
nothing whatever to do with it, and it de- 
claims and scolds on that assumption. If 
that is the case what are its fierce editorials 
about ? If it believes its own utterances it 
would watch the passage of the bill with an 
amused smile— if it over does smile —and say 
bo the gentlemen of the Legislature, "Go 
ahead with your bill. No ono oither in 
Victoria, or Vancouver, or Nanaimo, or 
Kamloops, or any other city wants 
it or will ever want it. Your bill 
when ib hits passed its third reading 
and has received the Governor's assent will 
not be worth a continental ; it will bo Bim- 
ply so much waste paper. Nobody wants it 
and nobody will over want it ; tho time you 
spend in enacting it ia thoreforo simply 
wasted. It is a more waste of broath to 
protest against a law that cannot possibly 
be put in operation. Wo wlBh you joy of 
your Government of Cities Bill." 

If tho Times attaohod any weight to its 
own denunciations of the bill this would be 
its attitudo with respect to it. What is tho 
use of wasting powder on a dead duck ? 
But our contemporary does not boliovo in 
itaolf. It ovidontly foars that a majority, 
and a large majority, of tho citizens aro in 
favor of tho moasure, and it trios to provont 
the Legislature from paaaing it by howling 
vociferously and making throatoniDg gestic- 
ulations. 



THE ELECTION OF SCHOOL TRUS- 
TEES. 

Wo trust that tho oiti/.anB will nob loao 
sight of the fact that thoro is to bo an oloo- 
fclon of eohool trustoes on Thursday. So 
little has boon said about tho oloction of 
Trustees that tho oloctors are in danger of 
losing sight of its importance Ib should 
not be forgotten for a momunt that tho 
Trustees have tho oversight of tho oity 
Bohools. They have tho power to engage 
and to dismiss toaohors, and it is their duty 
to provide everything that is nooessary 
for tho comfort and the oonvenionco 
of the children during school hours. In 
order to enable them to do this effectively 
tho law u,ivea tho TruatoeB a freo hand. The 
City Council must provide tho funds that 
thoy consider noceBsary to koop tho sohools 
in good condition. Tho intelligent reader 
will therefore aeo how Important ib is that 
tho Trusteoa they elect shall bo men of in- 
telligence, exporionco, integrity and good 
judgment. 

It will be obsorved that noither tho Mayor 



nor any of the outgoing counolllon have a 
word to aay against the Board of Trustees. 
This would nob be tho case if they had been 
reokless in the expenditure of public money 
or extravagant in their demands on the City 
Council. The Trustees, being taxpayers 
themselves, have been careful not to spend 
moro money than was neoesaary to keep the 
schools in good order. Tbey have had no 
expensive fads to carry out and no txtrav- 
aganb theories to put in praotiae. They are 
practical mon who do their businoss in a 
praoticil way. 

Messrs. Hayward, Saunders and Lovell 
having proved themselves to bo diligent, 
faithful and discreet In the performanon of 
their duties as trusteos, ib would, we think, 
be very unwise to put a new man in the 
place of any on6 of them. Tho publlo should 
show their appreciation of good servanta by 
keeping them in their places oa long as they 
aro ablo and willing to serve thorn. It 
would be both capricious and unjuBt to 
supersede any Truatoo who had done his 
duty well. We would be vory Borry to say 
one word against Mr. Cartmol or Mr. 
Spragge, for, as far as we know or have 
heard, they ore both good mon, but we 
think ib would nob bo in the interest of 
oduoation in this oity to supersede 
Trustees who have done their duty faith- 
fully and conscientiously and to tho satis- 
faction of the public generally. 

JOURNALISTS AT THEIR BEST. 

Human nature after all has its bright, 
and its noble, side. Men are not so hard 
nor so solfish as a good many ropresont them 
to bo. They may appear cold and distant 
and. evon actively unfriendly -, thoy may 
have thoir disputes and disagreements and 
oven quarrels whon matters aro going 
amoothly, but let an individual or a com- 
munity meet with a groat and a sudden mis- 
fortune and all causes of unpleasantness uro 
forgotten or disregarded, and everyone is 
eager to help tho unfortunate and to lessen 
the weight of his or their sftl.o- 
tion. Thla waa notably the oaae 
when the Toronto Globe waa burnt 
out a fow days Bgo. Tho Globe has 
been almost from tho first day of its exist- 
ence a fighting paper. It was perpetually 
saying hard things of its opponents, whether 
thoy were mon or journals, at d those oppon- 
ents retorted bitterly and attacked the 
Globo in their turn. Of late years the Globe 
has been less pugnacious aud offensive, yet 
ib continues to be the fighting newspaper, 
par excellence, of the Liberal party. But 
when its building was burned down, when 
It had neither offioea nor type nor presses, 
its managers were overwhelmed with 
offers of assistance from contemporaries 
many of whom were the political opponents 
and the business rivals of the Globe. Here 
ia what the Globe itself says of the way ib 
was treated by newspaper men in its day of 
adversity : 

It should be said at once, however, that 
the edge was taken off this keen disappoint- 
ment by the way in whioh our city con- 
temporaries came forward with offers of aid 
to tide the paper over the disaster. Mr. W. 
V. Maclean, M.P., of the World, was early 
on the scone and at onco placed his preaa and 
other facilities at our disposal. Mr. W. J. 
Douglas of the Mail A-as also a witness of 
the fire whilo it was at its height, and in 
like manner said that the Mail building and 
its equipment was at our service, and news- 
paper men will appreciate the extent of Mr. 
Douglas' generosity and forethought when 
it is said that he allowed us tho use of the 
Mail's mailing aheets in oaae it should be 
found that our own had either been destroyed 
or were inaccosaible in the vaults. Mr. Bunt- 
ing repeated these offers on his arrival. Mr. 
Wm. Douglas of the News and Mr. Crabbe 
of the Star generously offered the use 
of their type-machines or any other part 
of their plant that would be of service Mr. 
John Rosa Robertson of the Telegram, and 
Mr. J. R. Robinson, editor of that papsr, 
wore early speotators of the fire, and Mr. 
Robertson intimated that we were wel- 
come to every facility that hia oifioe affords, 
and hia advice was simply invaluable. Mr. 
W. R. Brook, tho president of tho Empire 
Printing Company, and Mr. David Croigh- 
ton, managing direotor of that paper, vied 
with the other newspaper mon in their offers 
of aaaistauco. Theee offers of our confreres 
were not merely empty words, but were 
most earnestly presaod for acceptance. Mr. 
Creighton was as aotive in rendering osaiat- 
ance as if it were hia own establishment that 
was in fUmeB, and when the Globe took up 
its temporary home in tho Empire offices on 
Adelaide streot tho staff reoeivod a moat 
hospitable welcome Even such a disaster 
aa that of yeBtorday is not without its useB 
It servea to bring out tho feeling of brother 
hood that rcmaina latent until such an 
occasion calls it forth. 

This is ploasanb reading, and will, wo 
hope, convince the pessimistic and tho un- 
charitable that newspaper mon aro not 
totally depraved, that there is somo good 
ness in them if it does take a conflagration 
to bring it out. 

It dooB Bcem strange to think of the Grits 
of tho Globe domiciled in officos of the Tory 
Empire It Is evident that tho oditor of 
tho Globe saw tho inoongruity of the poai 
tion ho was in, bub ib is quito clear that 
he did nob feol like a fish oub of wator, for 
if ho folt at all out of hia element inditing 
editorials in the offioo of his Tory enomies 
he would not have moralized over tho situa- 
tion in the following strain : 

A man who Moulds Public Opinion and 
Guides tho DostinioB of a Nation ought to 
bo superior to his surroundings. An over- 
indulgonco on mince pie should not betray 
him into pessimism, nor tho finest Canadian 
sunlight shod its light over a sky darkened 
by reflections on tho evil consequences of 
the policy of tho Enemies of the Publio 
Weal, his political opponents to wit. As to 
being affected by tho trifling ciroumntanco of 
writing in a Tory office, that would bo a 
lamentable exhibition of a lack of tho gall 
that makes oppreBflion bitter. Sound doc- 
trino is Bound, and horony is horoBy — and yot 
thero are tho horotios offoring you tho run of 
tho houac, and ia tho temperaturo about 
right, and which doak would wo profor, and 
wouldn't wo bo moro comfortable on a chair 
with a leather aout, and whilo our intel- 
lectual assurance of tho ranknoss of tho 
horoBy ia unimpaired tho heart uBsentoth 
thoroto with something less thtn its usual 
vigor. 

Ib ia easy to boo that tho heart of tho 
hardened Grit was touched by the kindness 
and tho good will exhibited by hia Tory 



confreres in the Empire office, and we 
would not feol at all surprised to hear, some 
day in the future, that tho writer felt an 
uncomfortable lump in bia thro&b as he 
penned the last lines of tho above paragraph 
of his scrio-comlo Grib soliloquy in a Tory 
office.

VICTORIA'S HEALTH. 

It is pleasant to find from the Report of 
tho City Health Offioer that bhe hoalth of 
the oitizens during the past year haB been 
good. There haB been no smallpox within 
tho city's limits, and not a Binglo case of 
typhoid haa been reported to the Hoalth 
Offioer. Ib is surprising that tho citlzons 
have ereip-d tho many dangors to whioh 
their health Ib exposed from without and 
within. 

Dr. Duncan gives tho City Counoil a 
description of those dangers, whioh wo would 
say are calculated to make sensitive people 
uirvous. Converting the most crowded 
Btreeb in the oity into a cab-stand, bosldos 
being unsightly and very unpleasant to 
citizens and visitors, is detrimental to the 
general health. Tho pasBago of garbage 
through tho oity in open carta and its uao in 
tho market gardens of tho Chinoso ia, ac- 
cording to tho Health Officer, o oonetant 
menace to the general hoalth. Then there 
ia leprosy constantly luiking in Chinatown. 
This disease, If it spreads, has not attacked 
any of the whito inhabitants of the oity. 
It appears to bo wholly oonfiued to the 
Chinese. 

Viotoria being In constant communication 
with tho cities of EiBtorn Asia, whore 
cholora, typhua and tho smallpox 
havo their abiding place, it is neces- 
sary to keep a strict watch on 
vosael* arriving from tho Orient and to sub. 
ject them to a striiigont quarantine. Dr. 
Duncan advocates tho fumigation of tho 
baggage of pasoengorB coming in those ships 
ub William's Head. He thinks that the Pro- 
vinoial Government should uao its influence 
with tho Dominion authorities to " provide 
for a thorough disinfection of the baggage of 
all Orientals arriving ab this port." He alao 
believes there should bo a disinfecting 
apparatus at tho isolation hospital of the 
city, and recommends the Counoil to take 
measures to obtain it. There have been, 
during the year, cases of soarlot fever and 
diphtheria in the oity, and where theee dii- 
oaaea aro thero ahouid bo the moans of disin- 
fecting persona, clothes, bedding and oven 
houses. 

The Hoalth Officer warns tho Corporation 
against allowing tubcrculoais — consumption 
— to be introduced into the dwellings of the 
city in tho milk the oitizons use. He is 
very far from regarding thisaa an imaginary 
danger. He gives instances of tho deleteri- 
ous nature of the milk taken from oows 
suffering from tuberculosiB. Tho Govorn- 
mont, ho ia assured, are taking measures to 
guard against this danger. 

At the close of the Report the Health 
Offioer assures the City Counoil that his 
position is no sinecure, that, indeed, ho has 
more work than he oan do justice to, and ho 
aska for assistance from the police force. We 
trust that tho members of the next Counoil 
will study Dr. Duncan's reporb carefully, 
and will give him all tho assistance and en- 
couragement ho needs in his zsalous efforts 
to preserve the public health in this city. 
His office ia a very important one, and his 
report shows that he has been most diligent 
in the performance of its duties. Whon the 
reader considers tho many dangers to which 
the hoalth of the citizens is exposed, and 
the dreadful consequences that may follow 
negleob and . oarelessneas, ho will conclude 
that thoy have great cauae to bo thankful 
that tho oity laat year was ao free from 
dangerous diaeasea.

Ald. Styles agreed and called attention 
to tho nuisance of building material littering 
up sidewalks. 

Ald. Dwykr was in favor of tho police 
reporting regularly every month, and con- 
tended that when a oomplainb was mado to 
them thero should be no necessity for so 
much rod tape. 

Tho finance committee wero granted ap- 
propriations of 588 out of gonoral rovenuo, 
and SI, 840 out of the ek-ctrio light fund. 

Mr. H. Dallas Holmckou and Mr. Crimp, 
on bohalf of the Jubilee hospital board, sug- 
gested that the necessary legislative power 
bo asked bo run tho drains of the Jubilee 
and isolation hospitals to tho nea.

Mr. Crimp concurred with Mr. Helmcken. 
Tho city thould do moro towards the hos- 
pital and soe that the bills could ba paid up 
monthly. 

Ald. Humphrey thought that in the 
future tho oity would have to do more for 
tho hospital. 

Ald. Dwybr moved that it was advisable 
for the legislature to give tho oity tbo powor 
to levy a rato not exceeding 1 por cont. for 
board of health purposes. 

Ald. Khitii Wilson inforrod that it waa 
right for tho city to pay for its sick poor, 
bub it ahta d be dono on buBines-.-liko prin- 
ciples.

Tho unique conditions of 
hlB contraot aro that he was to start from 
Boston without any monoy or even olotheB, 
circle the globe in one year, and return with 
§5,000 — and this without begging, borrow- 
ing or stealing.

The Bill Discussed Before a Larfje 
Meeting at the City 
Hall, 



Resolution Carried Rescinding Mr. 
Wilson's Extraordinary Motion of 
the Former Meeting. 

(Tho oity hall was last night-packed with 
ratepayers fathered to hear the dieouBaion 
on the Munioipal Commiaaionera bill, and 
by eighb o'clock veiy little standing room 
waB loft. 

Mayor Teague, who proeided, opened the 
prooeedlnga by commenting on the great in- 
terest manifested In the government of the 
country. Exoeption had, he said, been 
taken to the meeting previously held on 
the subjeot to diaoues whiah he had called 
the present mooting. Ho diBtinatly denied 
that tho last meeting had been in tho Inter- 
eata of tho oppoaition— it had boen a govern- 
ment one. He waa u government Bupportcr 
himaolf, and if thoy were ugain coming be- 
fore tho public he would vote for them. 
(ApplauBO. ) Exception hud been taken not 
to the house, but to tho bill now beforo it. 
Whether or not it wa« a retrograde bill 
they could judge after hearing tho apeakera 
thia evening. He would make no romarks 
upon the bill, but would uak tho momboro 
to mako their uddrcaaoa. 

Hon. Theodoro Davio waa greeted with 
enthusiaatic applauae aa ho appeared on tho 
platform. He thanked tho Mayor f >r tho 
roaBBuring worda they had just hoard, that 
the last meeting was not an oppoaition one 
and that Hia Worship was a Btaunch sup- 
poiter of the government and proparcd to 
voto for them when theycumo beforo tho 
people again. He would state that the 
commissioners bill waa a good one and they 
would find that tho priudplo aot out in it 
must bo followed if they deaired to make 
the town worth living in. That principle 
waa ono of continuity and doing away with 
the conBtano ohangos in Byatema brought 
about by one city council oontinually giving 
place to a now aot of men who loo frequently 
upset all the pUns of their predecessors. 
For instance, ono council would beliovo in 
one Bystom of water supply or ono Byatem 
of sewerage, and again, tho next year's 
council might change all these plans and 
adopt soDie other sohemo. It was about 
time to uso more common sense and less ex- 
periment, as Mr. Humber had said tho 
othor night. Before proceeding co the dis- 
cussion of the bill ho wished to refor to tho 
laat meeting held upon the queBtion, whon 
a reaolution had boen carried porhaps by 
miatako. Ib would ba a strange thing, 
indeed, for thorn to send out auoh a resolution 
condemning the very policy of the govern 
meut which the people had only a Bhort 
time ago supported, not only with a large 
majority, buo by bucIi a majority as had 
ntver been seen in British Columbia beforo. 
He rngretted that ho bad not boen ablo to be 
present at tho last meotlng, and must say 
that bo was greatly surprised at tho motion 
that was adopted condemning the govern- 
ment. It was something that hurt, not his 
pride personally or as loader of the govern- 
ment, but it injured tho province abroad 
and everyone in It, whon it waa publidied 
abroad that tho province waa on the verge 
of bankruptcy, and that tho Djin- 
inion government had been aakod 
to take over ItB afTiira. Endeavors 
were being made by certain gentlemen to 
bring in capital to carry out a sooond trans- 
continental railway to roach thia city. (Ap- 
plauae) And when tliBy wero looking for- 
ward to tho noar accomplishment of 
the object of their desire, it could bo 
readily aeon what were the evil effects of 
thia felon blow at the provinco. (Applauao.) 
Before discussing the municipal commission- 
e-s 1111 he bolieved it waa necessary 1o 
clear away tho cobwebs and to get from the 
people an expression that would vlndioate 
and maintain tho dignity of the province 
and the community. For this purpose ho 
moved, seconded by Mr. Rithet : 

Whereas at a puble mooting held on tho 
9th of January, instant, convened for the 
special purpoEo i f discussing the civio com- 
missioners bill now before tho legislature, 
and presided over by His Worship tho 
Mayor, a resolution was unexpectedly put, 
and hurriedly declared carried, to the follow- 
ing tenor and effect : 

"Vv herons from tho financial statement aa 
laid beforo tho legislative assembly, now in 
session, by tho Finance Alinlstor, shows a Bye- 
tern of hlarming extravagance ; 

•' And whereas tho financial policy of our pro- 
vincial government la of a character oalouUted 
to land thia province iuto bankruptcy ut no 
distint date ; 

" iio it tboreforo roaolved tint in tho opinion 
of this meeting it is desirablo that tho Domin- 
ion government tie asked to tako charge of th i 
affairs of thi i Province, aa tho nreaont govern- 
ment have shown themaolvos to bo incipublo 
of ailiafuctorily conducting Its affairs by tholr 
extravagant . xpendlturo of the public moneys 
—and thut i he secretary of this ninotirg be re- 
(luoaled lo lot ward a copy of this resolution to 
Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Premier of tho 
Dominion." 

And whereaB bucIi reBolution does not 
express the vbwa of this community, which 
at the general election held in the month of 
July laBt sustained tho policy of the present 
government by returning four members 
pledged to tho support of tho government ; 

And whereus thero oxieta no reason for a 
withdrawal by the oleetors of this city of 
their confidence in tho govornment : Thoro- 
foro 

Bo it Keaolved by tho citizens of Viotorla, 
in maps meeting assembled, that tho aforo- 
said reBolution bo rescinded, and that Hie 
Worship tho Mayor, us chairman of this 
meeting, bo requested to givo thia resolu- 
tion tho earno prominenco as tho formi r 
oae. (Cheora.) 

Hon. Mr. Divio continued that ho did 
not bolieve there u as a man in tho city who 
had tho intorests of the provineo at heart 
who would not support tho resolution, 

Mr, R P. Rithor, M.P.P., waa greoted 
with applause ob ho roBO to second the 
resolution. It afforded him much pleasure, 
ho said, to do so, becauao the resolution 
paosod at tho Iabt mooting waa not, ho was 
sure, the expression of the opinion of the 
people of Victoria, and ho was glad to aoe 
an opportunity given to put Victoria right 
boforo tho proviuon and tho World at large 
For this reason ho supported tho motion. 

Mayor Teague remarked that it had been 
inforrod that tho resolution r>DS3ed at Lea: 
mooting had boen forwardod to Ottawa. He 
would say, howovor, that it waa downataira 
in hie cupboard. (Laughter and uppluuno. ) 

Hon. Mr. Davio thought the Mayor had 
exorciaed greab consideration in not having 
forwarded tho resolution to Ottawa, This 
reaolution, howovor, ahould 'bo published in 
the sumo manner ob tho laat ouo, 

Tho Mayor explained that tho resolution 
of Itttt meeting wbh merely looked upon as a 
good lark. (Laughter,) 

Amid hisses, cheers and laughter Mr. A. 
Wilson was called to tho front and made 
his way to tho platform. Tho Chair found 
some difficulty in securing order, but finally 
Mr, Wilson obtainod a bearing. By this 
time tho hall soemed as If it could not hold 
another poraon ; it waa so jammed with 

Mople. 

Mr. Wilson roferrod to tho foolish resolu- 



tions (f eolured adopted by the last meeting 
and Mid he wished lo tell Hon. Mr. Davie 
that the man t/ho introduced it bad but ono 
God, ono Queon and ono country to Borve. 
It was a truthful reBolution. (Uowls and a 
voice " tho man's ornzy.") The country was 
in a sfato of bankrupoy. (CrieB of "ait 
•down " and hisses ) The provinco had been 
run on loans aluco " thia orowd came into 
offica " (Calls of " tlmo !" ard "whats all 
thia to do with tho bill ?") Tho resolution 
paBsed the otuer evening was iu good faith. 
(HiBaea und groana ) Finally Mr. Wilson 
wound up his Bpueoli amid many lutorrup- 
tiona. 

After the question had been put and a 
show of handa taken tho reaolution waa 
adopted by tho mooting by a very large 
majority. 

Hon. Mr. LUvio then came forward and 
said that the meeting having redeomod the 
oity of the stigma cast upon it, thoy could 
now di8CUBa the oominiiiatonors bill. They 
were, he could tell them, juat aa mistaken 
in regard to that meuaure aa they had been 
in the resolution they had juat rescinded 
It bad been olaimed that tho bill waa an 
attack on the righto of tho people (" Yea " 
and " No.") but that was not a facl Its 
princlplo waa to havo a continuity of good 
government. The provision which had 
formerly existed for nlootiug a council for 
two years had been ropoalcd at tho wish of 
tho cities and other changna had boon mado, 
but the fact Btill remained that thore 
waa somothiug unsatisfactory in tho 
present mothud of municipal government. 
One council puoocodd another each year, and 
it was, therefore, newly the middle, of their 
term beforo a now council got properly to 
work. Take the aowora for example, tho 
work of putting them in did not begiu till 
late In tho summer— too lalo to finish them 
up iu good weather. Had tho work begun 
oarlier iu tho yoat it would have been fin- 
ished by now, und probably they would 
havj been in a position to preparo for get- 
ting a loan with which to p»vn tho streets 
Now, here again was a new council coming 
in, and they would find that tho plans for 
the waterworks bad nob boon carried out 
The water waa not good, und the wator- 
workn must, bj put in order, but thia could 
not bo bccjmplished by experimenting. 
There had been a want of continuity iu car- 
rying out the plans of thia work 
alao. Tho real princtplo of the 
bill waa to briDg ontinuity into the 
municipal government. lo waB not 
how they were going to voto for the com- 
mhsionors— that waa one of the details. 
Tho government would be bound in its own 
interest to see that the very boat moil were 
put in as commissioners. They wore nob 
anxiouH to appoint the commissioners and 
ho would havo liked to havo had some aensl- 
blo suggestion ua to how to appoint them 
otherwise. Somo might Bay why not ro- 
turn to the old two years system in tho oity 
aounoil ? Tho answer to that waa that 
the city oouncila had to bo taken cn trust 
and there waa no way of gottlng rid of them 
if they did nob suit tho people till their 
term expired. On tho othor hand commis- 
sioners appointed, if they wero not satis- 
factory, could be removed at any time and 
this could only bo done by having their 
appointmout placed in tho hands of tho 
government. Ib had firsb been proposed 
to have tho number of ratepayers who could 
petition to the Liout. -Governor CO, but an 
amendment had boen mado fixing ib ab 15 
per cent, of tho property holdora. Other 
amondmenta would no doubt be mado before 
tho bill became law. If tho bill waa not 
acceptable to tho people they need never 
have recourse to Its proviaiona. He was 
satisfied thero were no boodlors In the city 
council of Victoria, but ho cjuld point to 
oitieB in other parta of the world where the 
apathy of tho electors had brought about 
boodling in the city oouncils. (AppluuBe. ) 
The principal objection that had boon taken 
bo the bill waa that it dtd not givo tho fran- 
chise to overyone, but oonfked those who 
could petition to havo tho bill go into effect, 
to tho property holders. That was nob a 
matter of principlo, however, but of dotail. 
Vhe beat people to vote for a change in their 
municipal government wero those who paid 
the bulk of the taxes. If a school house waB 
to bo built or the BttojtB paved, who 
paid for them? ("The poople.") No, it 
waa tho land owuora. The property owners 
ware tho men who had to vote tho money 
and a eh mco should bo givon thorn to see it 
waa properly spent. These wero somo of 
tho roasons that had aotuatod tho govern 
ment In bringing in tho bill, and if there 
wero any suggestions that did nob chan 
the priuolplo of the bill tho government 
would bo glad to have thom. Tho people 
would yet oomo to thank the government 
for tho bill. CommieBloners had been tried 
in othor cities already and several cities 
wero now govornod in that way. 

In reply to Aid. Dwyer. Hon. Mr. Davie 
atatod that Washington, Cincinnati and Do 
troit hud oommiaaiouera at the present time. 
In tho laat named it was on a Bomewhat dif- 
ferent plan. They wero selootod by the city 
govornment which only did tho legislative 
work, tho commiaaionera boing tho exocu 
tive for tho city wot k Government by 
commissioners was now being proposed in 
Winnipeg and Toronto ulso. Mr. Davio 
took hia seat umid applause. 

Mr. R P. Rithet, M.P P , raid in coming 
bsforo tho mooting that he felt in discuss- 
ing tho bill ho had no such serious a task 
as many eupposod. Tno bill had boon bo 
foro tho house, and ho thought that if thero 
had beon any general feeling against it cor 
tainly none had oomo to his notice. (A 
volco — "How about tho laat mooting? 
Well they all had a right to their opinions, 
and ho did not consider ho had seon any 
general expression of feeling against it. Tho 
bill had oomo before tho bouse on Docernber 
9, and his colleague, Mr. Helmakcn, had 
writton to tho Municipal Council unking 
for their instructions in tho matter. The 
reply was tho paseugo of a resolution ad 
eating tho English system, separating tho 
executive from tho legislative department, 
so as to havo continuity in the 
government of tho affairs of tho oity. 
i'he principles wero tho fundamental 
principles of tho bill. ("No.") ' : I Bay 
yoB," Baid Mr. Rithob. Of ouo of tho 
amondmenta to tho bill they hud alroady 
hoard, and boforo tho bill paaaod tho legisla- 
ture they would find il) a tolerably accept- 
able moasuro. Ho hoped tho necessity of 
giving it effect would never urine ; still, ho 
felt, as others must fool, that ib was a good 
thing for tho property holders to 
have it in their power to correct 
abuaos Bhould they evor ariflo. Ho would 
uso his host ondouvors to have the bill mado 
aa acceptable no posslblo oonsiatont with tho 
principles involved. One of tho largest 
worka undortakon during loab year — tho 
soworBgo system — was urgontly required 
Tho oity wero desirous that thoro Bhould be 
no misoarriago of tho by-law, and in order 
to place that beyond a peradventuro and to 
gob tholr money spent to tho boat advantage, 
had uubmlttod to tho peoplo tho namos of 
tho commissioners to oarry on tho work. 
In faob, tho city was now to a very lorgo ox 
tend undor tho government' of commission 
ora, Street paving would bo tho next big 
work and thoy would no doubt appoint 
commissioners for that aa well. Thoy wero 
undor sowerage, polico and water commis 
sionors, and would pretty soon bo undor 
street paving commissioners, What waa 
tho dlfferonce between this and tho bill t 
The commiaalonorn undor tho bill would for 



three yetwa have to dovoto tho wholo of 
their lime to tho different mattora under 
thoir care. If tho officoa of the corporation 
were divided eaoh commiaaioner would havo 
to make certain Bpeoial brandies his particu- 
lar oiudy. While, thon, thero might bo 
ronBon for disinclination to adopt tho 
bill, thero was much in tho system 
to commend ib to tho peoplo generally. 
The blll.moreovor, had to bo votod onby tho 
property owners boforo it bee mio Uw. He 
admitted that ib would bo a very different 
mabter to mbuiit a meuaure liko thia in Eng- 
land In Viutoria out of 4,000 votorB proba- 
bly 90 per cout. oatna undor tho property 
qualification. And why ? Booauso the 
ambition of good oitizjns who oamc 
hero was to Beouro for themselves 
and family good town lotB which whether 
thoy were worth S50 or S500 the owners 
had as muoh to say us tha man who owned 
a half million dollars (applause.) Tho peo- 
ple cnuldaafoly rely on their representative s 
to got a i liboral and good un aot aa 
possible through tho Houso (applause) 
Hon. Mr. Tumor said that tho bill haa 
alroady been thoroughly dieoussod by Hon. 
Mr. Davio und Mr. Rithet. There waa one 
part of tho bill, the real gist of the situa- 
tion, tho continuity of otlico, of whloh ho 
doaired to speak. Ho (Mr. Turner) had 
givon a good dual of hia timo to tho work 
of the city, and had boon in tho oity aounoil. 
(A Voico — "You wero woll paid") "I 
was thoro for six yoara und had uevoru cont 
of pay," replied Mr. Tumor. (Applause.) 
Whilo ho wub in the council the fi rat at- 
tempt had beon mads to bring in tho water 
supply system. At that timo tho samo 
ditliuulty aa now hud cropped up Now 
filter boda wore put in, and ho would say 
chat thoy had tho upwurd ayatom fifteen 
yeara ago, though it was apokon of now us 
a groat novelty. Hud thero boon somo aort 
of continuity tho system then in fjrcu would 
have boon oarriod on und tho filter beds in- 
creased us tho demand grew without tho 
danger of a change. Then aB to tho sower- 
ago system. Wna it not a fact that u good 
system — tho Pickering ayatnm — wub put bo- 
fore tho peoplo and adoptod 1 But for some 
reason the matter dawdled aloDg and boiiio- 
one proposed anathcr system, und thus it 
went on. Thoy would havo hud to-day, if 
thero had boen continuity, streoto paved 
and all sorts of improvements. 
Waa Victoria in an enviable condition in 
thia reapeotnow? ("No.") Ho noticed othor 
oitiea not bo far away with hotter water, 
hotter light and hotter atreets. He had 
been asked why ho was not ab tho other 
mooting. There had never boon a publio 
mooting in recent yoars to which he had 
not boon invited until that ono, and he con- 
sidered that tho representatives of tho city 
should have been invited. Outside of that 
ho had business of just as great im- 
portance to attend to, and only knew of tho 
meeting too lato to allow him to attend. Ho 
noticed that at tho last meeting ouo gentle- 
man had indulged in a great deal of 
personality. Not much, however, of that 
gentleman's speech was givon, because it 
was Buid that it was not fit for publication. 

Mr. Holmaken was noxt called upon and 
very heartily received. He thanked tho 
audience for the warmth of his reception, 
Ib was nob long ago that ho had to roturn 
them the aame thinks. Ho waa glad to nee 
that they wore alive to tholr righta. 

A voice, " aro you tho father of tho 
bill ?" laughter. 

He did not care whit relation lis was to 
it ; he was going to givo it tho closest 
scrutiny and proteat tho rights of the cifc- 
IzinB of Victoria. He had not to look at the 
bill some time beforo ho took a liking for it. 
He had looked into tho bill and taken every 
means in hia power to ascertain why it was 
introduood, and thon when tho bill waa 
brought into the houao he had Bent a copy 
to the city council and after poking thom up 
for a whilo ho had recelvod a reaolution 
Bhowing 'hat tho counoil wero in favor of 
somo sort of system liko tho ouo whiah had 
been introduced. All tho members of tho 
opposition in the local house were in a quiot 
way in favor of the bill. (Crlos 
of " no.") Yes they were though. 
They found fault with Its details. 
So did he find fault with somo of its de- 
tails. Thero was no person who oould not 
say that some change was nooessary in the 
system of municipal govornmont. Boforo 
thot act came Into force 15 per cent, of tho 
property owners had to petition for it, and 
beforo thnt camo about thore muat be some- 
thing radically wrong with tho city. 
Tho present Bystcm had to bo ohanged, thoy 
had to find oub where it was at fault and 
how it was to bo remedied. The reforma- 
tion must bo effeoted cautiously and no 
change made unless tho new ono was bettor 
than tho one they wore laying aside. Thoy 
had to mako a radical chango If 
they mado a chango at all. Those 
who were to bo appointed must recoivo tho 
ondoroation of tho wholo oily. When 
money waa voted away tho property ownors 
hud to do it and tho money borrowod was 
on tho Beourity of the property owuora. If 
the peoplo had oonfidonco iu tho repreHenta- 
tivea of tho oity of Victoria ho hoped thoy 
would puss auch a reBolution ua would en- 
able them to mako the bill aa perfect as 
possible. (Applauao.) 

Mr. John ilradon was sorry to see the 
resolution puBBed at tho IubI mooting, which 
if it had been forwardod to Ottuwu und 
actod upon would havo disfranchised every 
man in British Columbia. Ho wished to 
tell thom why ho voted against tho bill. Ho 
waa clectod lo roprcaent tho pooplo of Vic- 
toria, and ho oould not havo votod for it 
until ho had heard from hia conatituenta. 
Ho had como hore to hoar whab tho citizonB 
thought of tho bill, and thon ho would be 
guided by that. (Applauao ) 

Mr. C. A. Soinlin had opposod tho bill 
because , it was a bad ono, and ho did not 
support ib In any way, ua Mr. Holmcken 
hud said. Civio govornment wua not a fail- 
ure in tho oity of Victoria. No city had 
achieved groutor rosults with audi a email 
debt. The apirit of tho bill was to deprive 
tho citizona of tholr righta. (Yea and 
no.) As freo men it would not 
bo tho wiBh of tho pooplo aud 
as a supporter of tho government ho held it 
was nob in tho spirit of tho Dge, Ib was a 
deliberate insult to tho intelligence of tho 
citizens of Victoria, (Cheora and counter 
choers.) 

Mr. Wm. Marchaut moved that this 
mooting, believing that tho municipal com- 
missioners' aot now beforo tho legislature is 
not only dangerous and out of harmony with 
tho age, but is alao oubverolvo of tho prin- 
ciples of popular govorumept, thereforo de- 
mands Ito "immediate and unconditiouol 
withdrawal ; 

" That this mooting endorsoa tho action of 
Mr. John Braden, M P.P., in hia opposition 
to tho moasuro, nnd horoby requests Messrs. 
Rithet, Tumor and Holmoken, iu tho event 
of tho Govornment. refusing to withdraw 
tho bill, to join with Mr. Braden 
in voting againBt its final reading." 
Ho objected to tho prlnoiplo of tha commis- 
sioners' bill. A red herring had been 
drawn across tho trail by un attempt to 
show that tho principlo waa continuity. It 
waa instoad tho princlplo of the subversion 
of popular rights, and whilo Ufa should last 
ho would oppoBO it. It was oqnal to the 
doapotlam of Russia, (Laughter.) lb gave 
up thoir powers of taxation, and 
placed Ib in tho hands of tho oroatureB of 
tho govornment. (Cheers and laughter.) 
It was for lees than this that tho fiery oross 
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had been cent through Amorioa, and the 
oolonlos of Amerioa rovoltod from the Brit- 
ish flag. (Howla and counter cheers. ) He 
would uocopt tho munioipal plan which had 
been carried out in tho land whiah guvo 
many of them birth. (•' What didjiyou leave 
it for?") Ho would liko to spo municipal 
government improved, bub would nob on 
that account givo up hia laeb vestige of 
Ilborty. 

Aid. D>vyor held that they wanted the 
beat men to adminator civio affairs, and tho 
pooplo worn aa capable of electing civic ro- 
preaontutives as roprcaontativea to tho legis- 
lature — and if <|ualifietl to elect them they 
could also nominate thom. Tho resolution 
moved by the counoil wub just aa emphati- 
cally against the bill as tho present resolu- 
tion, which ho would havo much pleasuro in 
supporting. 

Mr. March ant's reaolutiona were then put, 
and on a show of hand-i deolared carried by 
the chair. 

Tho mooting adjiurnod.

JENNIE PARSONS' FORTUNE. 

Additional Claimants for the Estate of Mrs. 
Parsons, a Victim of the " Pacific " 
Disaster. 

New York, Jan. 15 — Two other cl aim- 
ants havo appeared for tho fortune left by 
Mrs. Jennie ParsonB, who went down with 
her hutband and child on tho steamer 
Paoifio in 1875 They aro Dr. Wm. G. 
States and hia eiater, Miss Beatrice States, 
of Harlem. Tho basia of tho olaim of Dr. 
StatcB and IiIb aiotcr is the faob that thoir 
mother, who was a Mlas Agatha Gaynor, at 
ono timo a well known prima donna, was 
tho eiater of Mrs. Jennie ParsonB. It is 
supposed that Mrs. Parsons had one child, a 
Bon named Otis James Parsons, who went 
down with the Pacific. Now it devel- 
ops that a Miss Minnie Adams Brooke, 
of Chicago, lays olaim to tho money on 
tho grounds that she is a daughter of Mrs. 
Jennio Parsons. Mrs. H.-ooko declares she 
haa in her possession a lotter written by her 
mother just as tho Pucifio was sinking. This 
lotter, It ia alleged, was placed in a bottle 
and was picked up by a freight boat off 
Capo Flattery, noar where tho Paclfio 
foundered. This opiitlo was addressed to 
Minnie Adams Bodiahln San Francisco, and 
was ontirt ly forgotten until tho present na- 
tion by Dr. States for tho possession of tho 
monoy waa begun. 

ABYSSINIANS DEFEATED. 

Successful Attnek Mado on tho Natives by 
Italian Soldiers. 

Rome, Jan. 15. — General Baratiori haa 
tolegraphed to tho war offico that on Sun- 
day laat he made an attack upon the AbyB- 
einiana under Raa Mangascia, and that after 
Bovero fighting tho Italian troopa wero 
victorious. A largo number of AbyEsiniuns 
wero killed ond many taken prisoners. 
The prisoners at trlbutod the victory tf tho 
Italians to thoir uso cf tho e xploeivo bsly- 
Btllo. Thore were 10,000 Abyssininna on- 
aagod In tho fight, whilo the Italian» with 
their native allies numberod only 4,000 
Ra8 Mangascia, who had expected his 
derviBh allies to make a simultaneous 
attack, croBeod the river Bolesa in tho faco 
of tho Italiuna ut 8 o'elcck in tho morning. 
Uoder tho firo of tho Italiun maohine guns 
tho Abyaainiana Buffered heavily and soon 
rotlrod. Thoy renewed tho attack later,
